2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-17 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Shwartz et aL (US 2003/0208117 Al or 6,943,355). 

Shwartz discloses a similar SPECT image reconstruction and diagnosis method as claimed, where the image is reconstructed based on 
the Common scatter angle and initial and final photon energies, and where the diagnosis and future dose administration is determined 
based on the SPECT measurement of the radiopharmaceutical in the body and special patient parameters. 

Claims 147 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
